DETAIL ACTION 

1. This communication is responsive to the Pre-Amendment, filed 4/29/2004. 

2. Claims 1-94 are pending in this application. Claims 77, 79, 81, 83, 85, 87, 89, 91 and 93 
are independent claims. In the Amendment A, claims 1-76 were cancelled and claims 77-94 
were added. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 77 and 81 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

(a) the phrase "a plurality of processing unit" on line 1 1 of claim 77 should be changed to 
— a plurality of processing units — ; and 

(b) the phrase "single processing unit" on line 12 of claim 81 should be changed to — a 
single processing unit — 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 77 recites the limitation "the single processing units" in line 14. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such ftill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 89-94 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. In this case, a computer- 
readable medium as recited in the independent claims is not enabled to comprise the involved 
steps. However, a software program stored on the computer-readable medium comprising 
instructions to perform the recited steps would meet the enablement requirements. Appropriate 
corrections are thus required. 



Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

8. Claims 79-80 and 83-88 are allowed. 

9. Claims 77-78, 81-82 and 89-94 would be allowable if the claim objections and rejections 

under 35 USC § 112 are overcome. 

10. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art made of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the claimed invention. 
Specifically, the prior art fails to teach, in combination with the remaining elements, the 
disfinctive limitations of "when a plurality of requests for acquiring the same one of the pre- 
defined display areas from a plurality of processing units are received, the authorization is 
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provided to a single processing unit that made one of the requests for acquiring the same one of 
the predefined display areas," as recited, or similarly recited in claims 77, 79, 81, 83, 85, 87, 89, 
91 and 93. 

The closest prior art, Adam (US 5,734,380) and Derby et al. (US 5,825,359), when 
combined, show a substantially similar device or computer-readable medium with instructions 
for performing the applicable steps. Adams teaches similar matters regarding the controlling the 
presentation of application displays in a multi-window environment, and Derby et al. teach a 
method for arbitration of displaying output on a display screen. However, neither Adams alone, 
or in combination with Derby teach the specific limitation as recited in the independents77, 79, 
81, 83, 85, 87, 89, 91 and 93. Therefore, Adam and Derby et al still fail to anticipate or render 
the above cited limitations obvious.
